Talking with a journalist, a friend of 
mine, who had come over from London to 
report the proceedings in the Mansion 
House, I was compelled to endure a long 
disquisition on, various amenities that 
Dublin lacked. His main grievance was 
the absence of coffee-stalls. I had to 
admit that we were sadly lacking in this 
respect; and, searching my memory, I 
could not recall that there ever had been 
a coffee-stall in Dublin. It is a pity; for 
some of the most entertaining hours that 
I ever spent were spent in a London 
coffze-stall. These establishments seem to 
have the knack of attracting a most extra- 
ordinary blend of customers, from navvies 
at work on drilling machines to theatre- 
goers of consummate respectability in, as 
the novelists put it, ‘immaculate cvening 
clothes.’’ Moreover. they provide very 
tolerable food at distinctly reasonable 
prices. 

I am inclined to believe that a coffec- 
stall in Sackville street would pay for 
itself in a few weeks. There is, after all, 
no time of night when somebody or other 
is not afoot in the centre of Dublin, and 
I have never yet looked into an all-night 
restaurant without finding it at least 
moderately full. To be really successful, 
of course, such a coffee-stall would need 
to be kept open all night. The sort of 
thing that closed at nine in the evening 
would never face the inevitable competi- 
tion with the restaurants, and in any 
case it would never possess the correct 
‘‘ atmosphere.”’

£100,000 Church Extension Scheme.

“ BELFAST, Monday. 
HE annual deliberations of the General 
Ee Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in Ireland opened 
Hull here this evening, and will be continued 
until Saturday. There was a large attend- 
ance et ministers and elders from all parts 
of Ireland, and the sermon was preached by 
the outgoing Moderator, the Right Rev. Dr. 
Edward Clarke (Strabane). 

The Court having been constituted, the 
retiring Moderator delivered his valedictory 
address. Their Presbyterian system of 
limiting the Moderator’s term of office to one 
vear had, he said heen criticised on the 
ground that it placed the Church at a dis- 
advantage. Tiere were undoubtedly disad- 
vantages in the lack of that continuity 
which was found in the higher oftices of 
other churches. Tt was difficult, however, 
to see the possibility of a remedy under pre- 
sent conditions, 

‘May I venture to make a suggestion,”’ 
he proceeded, which, if adopted, would in- 
volve .practically no change in the present 
custom, and though it would not secure the 
lesired continuity, would be, I think, an 
alvantake to the Moderator himself. 


UNFAMILIAR DUTIES. 


In present conditions, and unless he has 
been accustomed to take a very active part in 
wen affairs, he enters upon his year of 
ive unfamiliar with many of the duties 
thet await him, and as he feels his way 
through them as best he can he realises the 
advantage it would be to have had some 
s experience. It has occurred to me 
at it vould be helpful to him if he wege 
pointed a year before he enters upon hjs 
office. and during that vear was recognised 
Vice Moderator, accompanying the Mode- 
some of the more important 
functions, deputising for him sometimes 
‘hen necessary, and in other ways preparing 
mself for his duties for a year previous 
to actually entering upon them. While it 
vould involve no change in his tenure of 
office, it would, T think, be conducive to 
efficiency in the discharge of his duties. 
During his vear of office a Moderator, as 
(hairman of Church Boards and Committees, 
has opportunity of obtaining a comprehen- 
ve view of the work in which our Church is 
engaged at home and abroad, and he can 
scarcely fail to be impressed with its extent 
ind variety, the spirit of willing voluntary 
service. and the earnestness and ability with 
which conveners and their committees pursue 
the work allotted to them. His own 
svmpathies take a wider range. He becomes 
onscious of a great fellowship in service, and 
is continually moved to thank God for a 
(burch so wisely organised as an instrument 
for earrving on His work in the world. 
CHURCH EXTENSION FUND. 
If our Church is not to saffer serious loss, 
especially in our large industrial centres, she 
will require to put all her strength and enter- 
prise into the working of the scheme for that 
purpose which is now before her—the raising 
of a Church Extension Fund of £100,000. It 
may seem ambitious, but nothing less will 
meet the necessities of the case, and in view 
of all that has been accomplished in the past 
it is surely not beyond the resources of our 
people to make it possible that in the vear 
1940. when celebrating the centenary of the 
(General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in Ireland, the successful completion of the 
Church Extension Fund shall have a sure 
place amongst the subjects for thanksgiving. 
We are encouraged in this belief by the 
heginning that has heen made. At the meet- 
ing of our Assembly in Dublin [ had the 
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£1,000 from a member of my own congrega- 
tion, who, | regret to say, has recently passed 
away. To-night I am glad to be able to 
announce another contributiono í £1, 

this time from a member of a Belfast con- 
gregation. (Applause.) Other liberal dona- 
tions have been given or promised. 


FREE STATE TRIBUTE. 


It has been my privilege to conduct 
Church Services in many parts of the 
country, North and South, and I gratefully 
acknowledge the cordiality with which I was 
everywhere received by ministers and people. 
More especially would I offer a tribute of 
admiration for those, both ministers and 
people, who represent our Church in the 
South and West. Some of our pastoral 
charges there extend over many miles of 
country, and many of our people are isolated, 
far removed from a Presbvierian church. It 
warms ones heart towards them to find 
their attachment to the Church of their 
fathers bringing them long distances to be 
present, at a Moderator’s week-night Service, 
and to hear of them attending at much in- 
convenience the stated Services of their 
Church and liberally contributing of their 
means towards its support, 

Referring to work amongst the young, 
the Moderator advocated more careful at- 
tention to catechetical instruction. More 
adequate provision should be made, he said, 
for the education of young people in the 
distinctive doctrines of the resbyterian 
Church. ‘ 

In conclusion, Dr. Clarke expressed, on 
behalf of the Assembly, his thanks to the 
Governor of Northern Ireland and_ the 
Duchess of Abercorn for their continued in- 
terest in the Church, and also to Trinity 
College for the honorary degree conferred 
upon him. 

Rev. Dr. Watson (Clerk) then announced 
the nominations of Presbyteries for Modera- 
torship. The Rev. J. G. Paton, M.C., 
M.A., B.D... minister of Malone Presby- 
terian Church, Belfast, who served as chap- 
lain in the Ulster Division during the war. 
having received the large majority of the 
nominations, was elected Moderator. 


NEW MODERATOR’S 
ADDRESS. 


The Right Rev. J. G. Paton, who paid a 
tribute to the retiring Moderator and to 
the late Rev. Dr. Lowe, in the course of his 
uddress to the General Assembly criticised 
the extension of gambling and the evil of 
sweepstakes. 

‘We must not be deterred by any fear 
of consequences from waging uncompromising 
war on the evils in our midst,’ he said. 
There is scarcely a family in the community 
that has not felt the evil power of strong 
drink, and that cannot point to some member 
whose powers for good have been ruined, 
snd whose noble promise has been blighted 
by this terrible curse. We cannot overlook 
the menace of gambling, and must deprecate 
the insidious growth of the sweepstake. One 
paper calls it the ‘Irish Farce,’ and goes on 
io speak of this device of the Free State for 
keeping its hospitals going at the expense of 
the world’s gamblers. It is a form of 
gambling all the more dangerous because it 
does not expose those who take part in it 
to the risk of really serious loss. It will 
undoubtedly drv up the usual springs from 
which money has been obtained for these 
hospitals, and when the mania for the sweep- 
stakes has passed, the last state of these 
hospitals will be worse than the first.

LIMERICR, Monday. 

At a meeting of Limerick Harbour Board 
to-day, Mr. P. Bourke presiding, Mr. 
T. E. Goodbody said that he wished to 
mention a report, which, if true, was of a 
startling nature. The rumour—which was 
robably true—-was to the effect that the 
slectricity Supply Board, or the Board of 
Works. proposed to reduce the Shannon 
levels north of Athlone. If that were done 
the navigation in that area would be alto- 
gether impossible. 

There was, Mr. Goodbody continued, a 
considerable volume of traffic between Lime- 
rick and the Upper Shannon, but if the 
hiectricity Supply Board carried out works 
in that river above Athlone Limerick would 
he deprived of a business of very consider- 
able proportions. The Westmeath County 
(ouncil had already passed a strong resolu- 
tron on the subject, and he considered the 
Limerick Harbour Board should take similar 
action. 

The question was one of serious import- 
ince to Limerick, for if what he had heard 
prove correct then Limerick would 

iffer another serious interference to its 
trade and commerce, 

The Chairman agreed. The matter was 
one of first rate yg igen to Limerick. The 
board should give thé question serious eon- 
sideration. 

Mr. Loughrey said that Limerick timber 
merchants had large business interests in the 
area to be affected. Limerick had already 
suffered great losses as a result of the dislo- 
cation of inland navigation. If further in- 
terruption took place trade now held by 
Limerick would be captured by Belfast—a 
\erv serions consideration.

POPE EXPLAINS POSITION TO CARDINALS. 


From RevTerR’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Monday. 
WENTY-FOUR Cardinals this morn- 
ing listened to a grave address by 
the Pope on the serious crisis which has 
arisen over the recent anti-clerical dis- 
turbances and the closing of all the 
branches of the Catholic Action Party. 

The Pope dealt at length with the bear- 

ing which these events have on the Latern 
Treaty of 1929, which brought about peace 
between the Vatican and Italy after sixty 
vears of dissensions. 
' The Pontiff explained the present stage 
of his negotiations with the Italian 
Government, and at the conclusion of his 
statement received the unanimous support 
of the Cardinals, 

The attitude of the Vatican is most con 
liatory, although the Pope is strongly 
insisting on the rights of the Church. No 
fears are entertained that the Latern 
Treaty is seriously menaced by the present 
disagreement. 


NOT “A SCRAP OF PAPER.” 


“ The Latern Treaty is not a piece of 
paper to be torn up at will,’’ declared 
s Vatican spokesman to-day. '“ The 
Treaty is to be regarded as an interna- 
tional pact to be strictly observed by both 
parties,’ 

All Church processions outside eccle- 
siastical property have been sternly for- 
hidden by the Pope, so as to give no 
excuse for hotheads on either side. 

The Osservatore Romano, the official 
newspaper of the Vatican, which has been 
carrying on a lively polemic with Fascist 
newspapers, has been instructed not to 
publish any further details for the present 
of anti-clerical disturbances or of official 
steps against the Catholic Action Party. 

ACTION BY IL DUCE, 

Signor Mussolini likewise has decided 
that public opinion must be calmed, and 
has ordered the Fascist newspapers to 
drop their campaign of inciting young 
Italians to indulge in anti-clerical demon- 
strations.

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BOY GUNMAN TAKEN 
TO DEATH HOUSE. 


KNIFE CONCEALED IN 
HIS SOCK. 


From REUTER'8 CORRESPONDENT. 
MINEOLA, LONG ISLAND, 
Monday. 

ECURELY guarded by eighteen police- 

men, to one of whom he was hand- 
cuffed, Francis (‘‘ Two-Gun’’) Crowley, 
the undersized boy gunman, who was con- 
victed on Saturday of the first degree 
murder of a Long Island policeman, was 
removed to-day to Sing Sing where he is 
to die in the electric chair in the wec* 
beginning July 5th. 

Crowley heard the formal pronounce- 
ment of the death .entence to-day with 
a smile. Asked if he knew of any reason 
why he should ::ot be sentenced, he just 
shook his head. 

Crowley’s sentence after a long career 
of crime and murder followed his arrest 
last month after a three hours ‘‘ Sydney 
street siege ” of a Louse in one of New 
York’s exclusive sections, in which he 
had been run to earth in company with 
Rudolph Durniger, a lorry driver, wanted 
for the murder of a dance girl. 


THE MAN HUNT. 


From the discovery of the policeman’s 
body until the round-up and subsequent 
capture thousands of police. ‘‘ combed '' 
the highways and byways of New York, 
Long Island and New Jersey for a trace 
of the murderer, and each had instructions 
to shoot to kill if necessary and to expect 
no quarter from the pasty-faced and under- 
sized young desperado. 

Crowley, who is believed to be about 
twenty-one years old, was brought up on 
a baby farm because his parents were 
unable to care for him, and started his 
eareer of crime like Jack Diamond, as a 
petty thief, pilfering parcels from cars and 
lorries. From that he ‘‘ graduated ’’ into 
a car thief. 


WARDERS’ DISCOVERY. 


After an uneventful journey Crowley en- 
tered the Sing Sing death house, passing 
through hundreds of people who had 
clustered at the gates to see him. In 
order to prevent. any commotion, he was 
conveyed straight to the death house by 
car, although in the ordinary way 
prisoners have to tramp the last half-mile. 

While the warders were undressing him 
in his cell they discovered a knife, three 
and a half inches long, made from the 
handle of a spoon, hidden in his sock. 

“ What's the idea of this?” demanded 
a warder, grabbing the weapon. 

‘“ Try and guess,” Crowley replied, grin- 
ning. 

It may be added that he had asked to 
be allowed to undress himself, but had 
been refused.

These two men have been carrying 
on a war to the death for the patronage 
of the “ speakeasies’”’ in the Harlem and 
Bronx areas. 

Tonv Goebel, who is regarded by the 
police as a shrewd and ruthless exponent 
of the Capone school, has been in New 
York for a month, offering beer at twelve 
dollars per barrel instead of the usual 
eighteen. 

It was rivalry between Schultz and 
Terranova that accounted for half a dozen 
murders recently, according to the police. 
who are at a loss to predict how the local 
beer barons will regard the Capone inva- 
sion. 

Fearing a “ bloody debacle,”’ the police 
forces have been doubled in the vicinity 
of the Harlem speakeasies.

| OTTAWA, Monday. 
| A deficit of $75,244,000 (£15,049,000) 
during the last financial year was dis- 
closed by the Prime Minister (Mr. 
Bennett) in his Budget speech in the 
Dominion House of Commons to-day. 

Owing to the trade depression all sources 
of revenue, he said, had diminished, with 
the exception of the income tax, and that 
had only been maintained owing to the 
assessments being based on earnings in 
1929. 

Mr. Bennett announced several measures 
of new taxation, as well as tariff revisions 
in an upward direction, designed to 
protect Canadian industry against foreign 
competition. 

Excise duty revenues, he said, had de- 
clined by approximately $5,000,000, due 
largely to the enforcement of the Dominion 
law making liquor shipments to the United 
States illegal. 

Revenue from the sales tax declined by 
approximately 24 millions in consequence 
of the taxation reduction of last year, 
making the rate only one per cent., as 
compared with two per cent. for the pre- 
| ceding fiscal year. 

The total revenues for the fiscal vear 
Mr. Bennett summarised at. $356,000,090, 
a decrease of #90,000,000 as compared with 

the preceding fiscal year. 


HIGHER EXPENDITURE. 


On the other hand, there had been some 
substantial increases in expenditures con- 
nected with unemployment relief, old age 
pensions and increased services generally, 
such as subsidies to the provinces, 

The total ordinary expenditures for the 
year were $394,000,000, an increase of 
&36.000,000. 

The total net debt of Canada at the 
close of the year was &2,261,000,000. 

Subscriptions to the new Convers'on

Bennett said, totalled 627,000,000, 
although the original goal had been only 
$250,000,000. 

He noted that total European War

After a successful maiden vovage in the 
South Atlantic and Antarctic, lasting 
nearly eight months, the Discovery IT. has 
returned to England. Built expressly for 
research in Southern waters, she is 
specially strengthened for ice navigation, 
and can steam over 9,000 miles without re- 
fuelling. It is stated that she has proved 
in every way perfectly adapted for the 
work. 

The object of her investigations was to 
secure permanence for the whaling 
industry in the South. This has involved 
widespread researches of many kinds. 
Observations have been made on the 
temperature, salinity and density of sea 
water and its content of phosphate and 
nitrate have been determined; for these 
control the growth and abundance of the 
microscopic plants on which all animal 
life—even that of whales—ultimately 
depends. Study has also been made ‘of 
plankton or drifting life of the ocean ; for 
included under this is the small prawn. 
which in the South forms the exclusive 
food of blue and fin whales. 

During the greater part of her com- 
mission the Discovery II. took a long 
series of observations throughout two 
Antarctic summers and over the whole of 
South Georgia whaling grounds, an area 
of over 2,600 miles. 

Thousands of hauls were made at al! 
depths with nets used for biological work, 
and thousands of temperatures and water 
samples were taken. 


MAKING ANTARCTIC SAFER. 

It is believed that the work of the 
Discovery investigation will do much 
to make Antarctic waters safer; for the 
Discovery II. has surveyed many areas, 
including most notably the South Sand- 
wich Islands, which had not been surveved 
since Captain Cook and Admiral von 
Bellinghausen explored them 100. vears 
ago. Running surveys have also been 
made of Bouvet Island, the South Shet- 
lands and the South Orkneys. 

The Discovery ITI. carries fifteen officers. 
including a scientific staff of six, and 
thirty-six petty officers and men. Her 
work has been carried out under the 
scientific leadership of Dr. S. Kemp, 
F.R.S., with Commander W. M. Carey, 
R.N. (retired), in executive command.

SPANISH MINISTER'S 
WARNING.

MADRID, Monday. 

In a statement to-day the Minister of 
Finance says that the peseta has reacted 
on the orders to exporters to convert their 
foreign currencies into pesetas. He adds 
that he has ordered bankers to send in 
within forty-eight hours an affidavit as to 
the gold securities, foreign or Spanish, 
and the foreign currencies deposited with 
them and with foreign banks. 

Furthermore, by Saturday they will have 
to present a statement giving a detailed 
account of such deposits during the last 
three years. The Minister intimates that, 
should any such statement be found in- 
correct, the members of the board of the 
firm concerned will be sent to prison. 

The Minister is emphatic in declaring 
that they must put an end to the present 
situation. which has been caused, not by 
the cupidity of foreigners alone, but by 
that of Spaniards also.

A the cars which will be competing in 
the Irish International Grand Prix motor 
races next Friday and Saturday will be 
out in the Phoenix Park, Dublin, for the 
practices. In all, it is expected that 
| twenty-six cars will turn out, and given 
fine weather the Park should see a large 
attendance of motor race enthusiasts, even 
at that early hour. 

It is now certain that Herr Caracciola, 
the famous German driver, who won the 
Irish Grand Prix last year, will not be a 
competitor. Yesterday, a letter was re- 
ceived by the Race Organising Committee 
from the general manager of the British 
Mercedes Benz Company, stating: 

“I have done my very best to get 
Caracciola to participate in the Dublin 
Grand Prix, but I have just received in- 
formation from our works that they are 
unable to provide him with a car. I 
sincerely hope that next year will see 
Caracciola once more in Dublin. I thank 
you for all the kindness you have shown 


THE REGULATIONS. 

The reason why Herr Caracciola is un- 
able to compete is that the car that he 
entered has a two-seater body, while the 
regulations for the races specify a four- 
seater body for a car of that class—the 
limit class. Everything possible was done 
to get Herr Caracciola another car, and up 
to the receipt of the letter from the London 
branch of the firm yesterday there were 
hopes that he would compete, even though 
his name had been removed from the list 
of competitors. 

The absence of Caracciola from the races 
this year is unfortunate; for everybody 
would have liked to have seen last year's 
winner of the Irish Grand Prix defending 
his laurels in a race which promises to be 
one of the keenest road races of recent 
years. The fact that there are only eleven 
cars competing in this race, instead of de- 
tracting from its interest as the uniniated 
in motor racing would assume, rather adds 
to its attraction for the enthusiast; for the 
finest of the big cars built by three nations 
—Great Britain, Italy and Germany— 
piloted by the pick of British and Italian 
racing drivers, will fight a battle roval, 
unimpeded by a large number of other 
cars. 

It is expected that the speeds will be 
faster than anything known in road racing 
in this country, and, despite the remark- 
able speed—160 miles an hour—of which 
the Maseratis are said to be capable, is, 
as far as the form of the different cars com- 
peting is concerned, an open race. 


THE ARRIVALS. 

All but six of the twenty-nine cars 
entered for the first day’s race are in 
Dublin, and of those that are still to come 
there is a doubt as to whether Mr. (. S. 
Staniland’s M.G. Midget will compete, 
owing .o the fact that the car was badly 
damaged recently. Mr. Staniland, who is 
an ex-officer of the Royal Air. Farce was 
one of the British Schneider Trophy team 
a couple of years ago. He was also a

Of the cars competing on the second 
day, eight have not yet arrived, and these 
include the four Maseratis. the two 
Talbots and Sir Henry Birkin’s Alfa 
Romeo. These cars will come here this 
morning. As there are three practice 
mornings, there is yet plenty of time for 
the drivers to get in the requisite five laps 
to enable them to compete. 

Only one car arrived yesterday. and that 
was Mr Henken Windergren’s Maserati. 
which is competing in the first day's 
race. This is an eight-cylindered oar of 
1,078 c.c., and is a remarkable piece of 
engineering. Like its elder brother, it is 
very fast with a speed of well over the 
100 miles per hour mark.

Drivers 
were constantly calling to sign up and 
receive their brassards and number plates.

intensive system of observation on the 
conditions of road trafic. Their reports 
show that the provisions of the Road 
Trafic Act and the Highway Code have 
had a definitely beneficial effect. Drivers, 
as a whole, are more careful to avoid the 
most frequent and fruitful causes of 
accidents, but there is still room and need 
for further improvement. 

Last year, in the quarter ended 
September 30th, the number of mechani- 
cally-propelled road vehicles for which 
licences were current was 2,287,525, an 
increase of over 90,000 on the figures for 
the corresponding period in 1929; and. 
although in March of this year—mainly 
owing to a big drop in the number of 
motor cycles—the total of new motor 
vehicles registered was nearly 5,000 fewer 
than in March, 1930, the decrease can 
only be temporary. More, and not fewer, 
motor vehicles, indeed, is what we have 
to expect. 

OBSERVANCE OF THE CODE. 

The whole of the public motorists and 
pedestrians, young and old, must for their 
own sakes be thoroughly instructed in the 
causes of accidents on the roads, and the 
means by which thev may be avoided, adds 
The Times, but this alone is not enough. 
The instinct of self-preservation is apt to 
lose its force when the sense of its useful- 
ness has been blunted day after day from 
the fatal or merely unpleasant con- 
sequences of reckless driving. The still 
stronger motive that is required, if caution 
is to become second nature, is to be found 
in Mr. Morrison s ideal of getting people 
to regard the observance of the code as a 
moral and social obligation. 

After the passing of the Road Traffic 
Act the general feeling was that the re- 
moval of the speed limit had not le@ to 
greater carelessness among drivers, and 
that the changes in the law tended 
apparently to make them more cautious 
and courteous. So far the truth of this 
impression has been confirmed by the re- 
ports of the R.A.C. guides; but until it is 
seen whether the effect of the Highway 
Code will be permanently to diminish the 
number of accidents, the public, in whose 
interest and for whose protection it has 
been drafted, will still be on trial. It 
rests with them to prove whether the pro- 
visions made for their own safety need 
further modification.

-.88 Long, who is’ also Secretary of the 
Women’s National Health Association, said 
that the public meeting held by the Civics 
Institute recently, and the correspondence in 
the Pris on ‘“ Dublin's Shame” had made 
a deep impression, and since the remedy for 
these conditions must take time, it was 
surely the duty of the citizens to see that 
the children whe inhabited these slums had 
a chance of escape for even a fortnight 
through the Children’s Fresh Air Fund. 

ROTARY'S HELP. 

Members of the Rotary Club had seen for 
themselves the conditions under which the 
children were boarded out in the neighbour- 
hood of Bohernabreena, in the Dublin 
mountains, and realised something of what 
t’’ holiday meant in their lives. Last year, 
of the total of 1,122 children sent out, the 
Rotary Club enabled 115 children to have 
a fortnight’s holiday in the mountains. This 
vear, however, the numbers recommended for 
a holiday had increased to such an extent 
that the Committee wanted more money than 
ever. 

The increase was due to the school medical 
inspection. Until this service was instituted 
the children of the poor were not taken to 
the doctor until they were seriously ill. 
Now they were examined as a matter of 
course, and minor ailments were attended to 
immediately, with the result that large numbers 
of children who were suffering from 
debility, due either to chronic under-feeding, 
or following an infectious disease or minor 
operation, were sent to the Association re- 
commended by the doctors, for , fortnight 
in the fresh air and good food. 

It was inevitable that the numbers recom- 
mended to the Fund would increase year by 
rear, but at the moment there were no public 
unds available for this purpose, and, there- 
fore, the Fund must depend on voluntary con- 
tributions for this work. 

It cost £1, said Miss Long, to send one 
child away for a fortnight, and no money 
was ever better spent. The administrative 
expenses were borne by the Women’s 
National Health Association. On alternate 
Tuesdays during the school holidays two or 
three chars-a-hanc arrived at Ely place to 
convey those who were lucky enough to be 
sent to the Dublin mountains. On the way 
there was cheering and singing, but there 
was pathos attached to the journey; for at 
its end one met those whose holiday was 
over, and the tears and pleadings for a 
longer stay conveyed clearly what it meant 
to the children, who for the first time in 
their lives had known a glorious holiday. out 
in the air from morning till night, with 
plenty of food and all the delights of coun- 
try life. 

In conclusion, Miss Long asked the Rotary 
Club, to which, she said, she never had 
appealed in vain, for as generous a response 
as it made on the occasion of her previous 
visit. 

Mr. R. H. Keatinge, moving a vote of 
thanks to Miss Long, said that every penny 
that was subscribed to the Fund went directly 
for the benefit of the child. 

Mr. T. Grehan, seconding, said that Miss 
Long deserved the highest distinction that 
could be given to women for her noble, 
philanthropic work. 

IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

Mr. Herbert C. Farwell, of Salem, Massa- 
chusetts, U.S.A., who is connected with 
similar work for bovs in his town, said that 
Miss Long gave better va oney 
than he was able to give in his district. ‘ihe 
work was helped by a corps of ladies who, by 
selling carnations on “Carnation Day,’ 
raised a sum of £1,000 every year. They had 
been doing that for fifteen years, and they 
were able to run a camp for tuberculous boys 
during the months of July and August. 

The President said that the city owed a 
debt of gratitude to Miss Long for the fine 
work which she was doing in bringing health 
and happiness to a large number of poor 
children. 

Permission was given Mr. Keatinge to send 
out an appeal for financial support for the 
Fund to individual members of the club. Mr. 
Keatinge said that since Miss Long had 
resumed her seat he had received several 
subscriptions.

| to-morrow. There are 24 appea's for hearing 
in the Supreme Court, including a number 
| standin _ over from last term owing to a 
heavy diary. The case of Bermingham and 
others against the Attorney-General is one 
of this number, and concerns a claim for 
compensation to members of the Dnblin 
Metropolitan Police. Another is an appeal 
by the Clare County Council in a case that 
originally was heard at the Circuit Court in 
Ennis, where John O'Driscoll, a detective 
officer, stationed at Knock, County Clare, 
claimed con.pensation for alleged malicious 
injury. According to the evjdence given in 
the Circuit Court, the applicant was search- 
ing for ammunition, and was injured by an 
explosion when a box that was discovered 
was epened by another Civic Guard, who 
was killed. Judge McElligott awarded the 
applicant £400 compensation, and from that 
award the County Council appealed to the 
High Court, one of the grounds being that 
the claim did not come within the provisions 
of the Grand Jury Act. The High Court 
differing in their opinion, the decree of the 
Circuit Court Judge was confirmed, and the 
County Council are appes#img to the Supreme 
Court. 

DOMICILE OF AN IRISHMAN.

[hese cases are likely to occupy a consider- 
able time, especially the latter, in which the 
arguments will centre round the issue of the 
object of Erasmus Smith in creating the 
trust which is now the cause of dispute 
between the parties. 

The case of Joseph Hogan and Bridget 
Hogan, of Malahide, County Dublin, executor 
and executrix of Patrick Hogan, licensed 
vintner, late of Malahide, deceased, against 
the Special Commissioners of Income Tax 
torney-General, will be before the 
The plaintiffs claim an order 
' bhat certain forms served on them 
reqi@ring them to make returns of the total 
income from all sources of the late Mr. 
Hogan for the years 1923 to 1926 for the 
purposes of assessment to super tax are 
illegal and wltra vires, and that thev are 
under no obligation to comply with the 
requisitions. Mr. Justice Meredith has re- 
served judgment on the preliminary point, 
whether the action was properly constituted 
and whether the Minister for Finance should 
be added as a defendant. 


EX-SERVICE MEN’S COTTAGES. 


Mr. Justice Johnston, too, will have an 
extensive list to dispose of, one of the 
heaviest cases being that in which a number 
of British ex-Service men, residing in 
Killester, have a summons against the Irish 
Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land ‘Trust claiming 
declarations in relation to the holding of 
cottages by them and other British ex-Service 
men, and alleging a breach of trust in regard 
te the contracts of tenancy of the cottages. 

Two cases, in which the plaintiffs reside in 
England, are sequels to disputes about the 
ownership of prize money in the Grand 
National Sweepstake. i

Alderman O'Neill said that he was a 
hundred per cent. in favour of a proper 
feng teat á for birds, but, he was opposed to 
the resolution—first, because it was unsuit- 
able; secondly it would clash with the Blue 
l.agoon, and, thirdly, it was a direct attempt 
to interfere with the people’s rights. There 
was no other county in Ireland where the 
rights of the people were so much interfered 
with. Greens were practically all taken 
away, and the rights of the Mass-path had 


been taken away. He moved that the report 
be sent back to the Housing and General 
Purposes Committee. 

Mr. James Larkin, seconded the 
amendment. 

Mr. McGloughlin was of opinion that the 
adoption of the resolution would not interfere 
with the people’s rights. 

Mrs. Walsh said that, far from interfering 
with the people’s rights, the proposal was 
going to add to the attractions of the locality. 
They were trying to prevent young and irre- 
sponsible people írcm shooting or destroying 
birds there. 

Mr. James Larkin, senr., said that there 
was a jaw to protect birds, and there was ne 
reason |for the motion.

EX-SOLDIER REMANDED 
IN CUSTODY,

Patrick Clarke, alias Keogh, no business, 
with an address at Tara street, was further 
remanded in custody on charges of obtaining 
money by means of false pretences. 

Defendant pleaded guilty to obtaining 
£2 4s. from Mrs. Mary Cullen, 104 Marl. 
borough street. He described himself as “a 
painter and musician by turns,” and said 
that he had been through the war.

| GOLF. 


BRITISH OPEN STARTS. 


Macdonald Smith, a native of Carnoustie, 
and an American professional for over 
twenty years, is at the end of the first day 
of the qualifying test for the open golf 
championship at the head of the field with 
a score of 70 over the Panmure links. He 
is two strokes in front of the next player, 
and although Panmure is reckoned a shade 
easier than Carnoustie, there is no mistaking 
the significance of his brilliant golf. Smith 
is the most favoured player here, and his 
score constitutes a new record for the course. 

Several British golfers distinguished them- 
selves, and at Carnoustie, Arthur Havers 
went round in 73 strokes, which broke Mac- 
donald Smith’s record, made a few weeks 
ago in a local medal competition. The re- 
cord stood for but an hour, for Reginald 
Whitcombe, the youngest of the three 
famous brothers, finished with 72, and that 
was the best score at Carnoustie. The 
American professionals, Gene Sarazen, J. 
Farrell, Horton Smith, and Manero, are com- 
fortably placed for qualifying, but Tom 
Armuor, the professional champion of the 
United States and Canada, will require to 
make no slips on Carnoustie to-day in his 
second jean . 

There were distinguished failures, and 
amidst the criticism which is being directed 
at the composition of the British Ryder Cup 
team, it was unfortunate that Charles Whit- 
combe, the captain, had an indifferent 
round. Whitcombe required 82, and is 
within the danger zone of failure to qualify. 
Greorge Duncan, another of the selected 
Ryder Cup players, was in happier vein, 
and with 75 the Scot showed a welcome re- 
turn to form. 

The players change courses to-day, and the 
best hundred and those tieing for hundredth 
place will take part in one round at Car- 
nonstie on Wednesday and one round on 
Thursday, at the end of which the sixty 
competitors returning the lowest aggregate 
scores for the two rounds and those tieing 
for sixtieth place play in the remaining two 
rounds at Carnoustie on Friday. 

GREAT ROUND BY McCARTNEY. 

The Irish players who took part in the 
first qualifying round of the ateihiansbpin 
played exceedingly well, except Mr. Donald 
Soulby, who needed 86 on the Carnoustie 
course, and unless he returns less than 74 on

AFTER 25 YEARS’ SERVICE. 

Mr. A. C. Forbes, who has been retired 
under the age limit clause from the Insh 
Free State Forest Service this week, has 
carried out many varied phases of work 
during the past twenty-five years. When, in 
1906, he came to Ireland from the — SS? 
College, Newcastle-on-Tyne, his first tas 
was that of laying out the Avondale Forestry 
Station, County Wicklow. This station now 
forms one of the most interesting forest 
gardens in Europe. In 1908 the Commitiee 
on Lrish Forestry, under the chairmanship of 
the late Mr. T. F. Gill, was appointed, and 
Mr. Forbes had much to do with the prepara- 
tion of the Committee's report. This was 
followed by the acquisition of various wood- 
land areas and blocks of mountain land by 
means of special funds provided by the 
British Treasury and Development Commis- 
sioners until the outbreak of the world war 
brought further development to a temporary 
standstall.

Hdéétestified that when Sir J. P. du 
Cane assumed the Governorship they (the 
Nationalists), who were still in power, 
were made to feel that he took sides in 
politics.
